HISTORY  AND  RLCORD. 
at 

About  the  year  1730  three  brothers  by  the  name  of 
Treichler  emigrated  from  Germany  to  America- 
One    settled    in    Berks    County,    Pa.,   another  near 
Pittsburg  and  tlie  third  near  York,  Pa. 

Following  is  a  brief  history  of  the  last  mentioaed 
brother  and  his  descendents: 

It  was  about  the  year  1755.  during  the  war  be- 
tween r»ritish  and  French  colonists,  tliat  this  Treichler 
and  his  son  John,  who  was  then  about  twelve  years 
of  age.  were  employed  to  drive  a  team  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  the  soldiers  with  provisions.  While 
thus  engaged  the  father  was  taken  sick  and  his  son 
inunediately  set  off  with  him  for  their  home.  They 
journeyed  on  foot  until  the  fatlier's  strength  became 
exhausted,  when  the  son  procuring  a  small  rowboat. 
proceetled  to  row  his  father  on  the  river,  presumably 
the  Susquehanna.  But  the  sick  man  sank  rapidly,  and 
before  they  could  reach  home,  died  in  the  boaL  The 
distress  and  grief  of  the  poor  boy  can  well  be  imagined. 

s 
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He  found  three  men.  who  helped  him  bur\-  his  father. 
After  this  sad  task  was  performed,  he  was  obliged 
to  find  his  way  home  alone.  After  this,  young  John^ 
with  the  assistance  of  his  mother  and  sisters,  carried 
on  the  farm.  One  sister  was  married  to  Martin  Baer. 
They  moved  to  Waterloo,  Ont.  .\nother  sister  mar- 
ried a  man  by  the  name  of  Life,  and  of  the  rest  of 
the   family  we  have  no  knowledge. 

On  the  2 1  St  day  of  December,  1760.  John  Treirhler 
was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Leupsin.  by  whom  he 
had  ten  children,  as  follows:  John,  bom  Oct.  21, 
1761 ;  Barbara,  bom  Aug.  25,  I7(>3;  Martin,  bora 
Dec.  II,  1764;  .\nna,  bom  Feb.  19,  ij(y6;  Henry, 
born  1768:  Mary.  lx:>m  Deceml>er.  1770;  Magdalena, 
born  April  2.  1773:  Daniel,  bom  July  i,  1774:  Sam- 
uel, who  died  young,  was  lx)rn  Oct.  24,  1776;  Eliza- 
beth, born   1779.     And  soon  after  the  mother  died. 

In  1781  the  father,  John  Trcichler,  was  married 
again  to  a  widow  from  .\lsace.  Germany,  by  the  name 
of  Neiswanger.  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters. 
Catherine,  bom  in  the  year  1782.  and  was  married 
to  Henry  Grove.  They  had  two  sons.  Daniel  and 
Henry.  They  all  lived  and  died  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pa.  The  second  daughter.  Salome,  was  bom  in  the 
year  1784.  Slie  married  John  Strickler  of  York 
County,  Pa.  They  had  three  children:  John,  Sarah, 
and  Lydia-    John  Strickler,  Jr.,  was  married  in  the 
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year  1841  to  Harriet  Ruby.  Four  children  were  bom 
unto  them :  Frederick,  George,  Sarah  and  Mary. 

John  Strickler.  Jr..  died  Jan.  3,  1890.  His  wife, 
Harriet   Ruby,   tlied   in   September,    1850. 

Frederick,  son  of  John  and  Harriet  Strickler,  was 
married  in  the  year  1877  to  Amanda  G.  Hoke.  One 
son  was  bom  to  them,  but  died  soon  after  birth. 

George,  son  of  John  and  Harriet  Strickler,  is  mar- 
ried to  Elizabeth  Musser.  Ten  children  were  bom 
unto  them :  Samuel  and  Susan  twins,  Fanny,  Har- 
riet, Man,-,  Michael,  Lizzie,  Sarah,  John  and  Annie. 
Michael,  Sarah  and  Annie  are  not  living. 

Samuel  Strickler,  son  of  George  and  Elizabeth,  is 
married  to  Sallie  Strickler.     They  have  one  daughter. 

Susan  Strickler.  daughter  of  George  and  Elizabeth, 
is  married  to  Howard  Hoke.  They  have  one  son  and 
one  daughter.  .    ~ 

Sarah  Strickler,  daughter  of  John  and  Harriet,  is 
married  to  Jacob  Hicstand.  They  have  two  children: 
Mary  and  Harr>-.  Mary,  the  daughter,  was  married 
in  July,  1902,  to  Irvin  Kohr. 

Mary  Strickler,  daughter  of  John  and  Harriet,  is 
still  single  and  shares  the  home  farm  with  her  brother 
Frederick  at  Stony  r>rook,  York  County,  Pa. 

Sarah,  daughter  of  Salome  Treichler  and  John 
Strickler,  was  married  to  John  Houser.  They  had 
nine  children:  John,  Henry,  Albert,  Winfield,  Mary, 
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Sarah,  Martha,  Eliza  and  Matilda.  All  have  passed 
away  except   Matilda,   Martha  and  Winfield. 

Matilda  is  married  to  Emanuel  Strickler.  They 
have  quite  a  large  family  of  children,  some  of  whom 
are  married. 

Winfield  Houser.  the  youngest  of  the  family,  has 
three  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Lydia  Strickler,  daughter  of  Salome  Treichler  and 
John  Strickler,  was  married  to  John  Strickler,  They 
had  three  sons:  Henr>-,  Reuben  and  Michael.  After 
Henry's  marriage  he  lived  in  Waterloo,  Ont..  where 
he  also  died  a  few  years  ago.  Reuben  also  died  in 
Canada.  Michael  and  his  family  are  living  in  York 
County,  Pa. 

John,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Treichler,  never 
married.  He  died  in  York  .County,  Pa.,  and  is  buried 
in  Strickler's  burying  ground,  near  Stony  Brook,  Pa. 
A  simple  stone,  v.ith  the  name  Johannes  Treichler, 
marks  his  grave. 

Barbara,  the  eldest  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
Treichler,  was  married  to  Peter  Good.  They  lived 
and  died  in  York  County,  Pa.    They  had  no  children. 

Peter  Good  had  a  son,  Peter,  by  a  fonuer  marriage, 
who,  with  his  family,  moved  to  Erie  County,  X.  Y., 
near  Williamsville,  where  many  of  his  descendants 
now  live. 
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Martin  Treichler  was  married  to  Barbara  Fltr.  They 
had   three  sons:   John,   EaJisar  and   Jacob. 

Anna  Treichler  was  married  to  Abraham  Schoock. 
They  had  two  children,  who  died  in  infancy. 

Henry  Treichler  died  when  about  twenty  Ncars  of 
age  in  York  County,  Pa.  He  was  ver^-  pious,  read 
.many  religious  works  and  it  is  said  he  sometimes 
prayed  all  night.  His  mind  and  health  became  effected 
and  he  died  of  consumption.  E-efore  the  close  of  his 
life  he  had  yet  a  great  struggle  to  pass  through  before 
he  could  fully  overcome  the  Hesh  and  become  recon- 
ciled to  the  will  of  God.  Just  l^fore  he  passed  away 
he  called  his  brothers  and  sisters  around  him  speaking 
to  them  thuswise :  '*Come  children,  I  see  heaven  open- 
ing unto  me,"  etc.,  and  thus  he  passed  away  in  the 
full  assurance  of  a  glorious  resurrection- 
Mary  Treichler  was  marrici  alK)ut  the  year  1796 
to  John  Miller,  who  was  bom  in  York  Q)unty,  Pa., 
Jan.  20,  1760.  They  moved  to  Canada  in  the  year 
1802  and  settled  near  Chippewa.  Ont.,  preferring  to 
live  under  a  monarchical  !<»rm  of  govemmenL  .And 
they  were  ever  loyal  to  the  King.  Only  once  was 
their  loyalty  doubted.  It  was  at  the  time  of  the  war 
between  the  British  and  the  .Americans  in  181 2.  Those 
were  tr\-ing  times  to  the  inliafntants  who  dwelt  on  the 
frontier,  bordering  the  Xiagara  River,  where  battles 
were  fought  and   British  s^^ldiers  were  liable  to  pass 
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at  any  time  on  their  way  to  and  from  the  difiFerent 
forts.  A  decree  was  i>>ued  that  all  those  who  were 
true  and  loyal  to  the  Kin;:  >hould,  as  a  sig^n  of  their 
lovalty,  erect  a  pole  in  ir..ni  of  their  residences  from 
which  a  silk  handkerchief  sh-mld  Boat.  All  who  did 
not  comply  strictly  to  the>«  orders  were  probably  con- 
sidered enemies.  One  day  word  came  to  the  Miller 
family  that  the  soldiers  were  coming  their  way.  So 
Aunt  Mary  Miller  and  Aunt  Mollie  hastily  hoisted  a 
tablecloth.  \\'hcn  the  soldiers  came  along,  instead  of 
a  silk  handkerchief,  they  Ixrhcld  floating  in  the  breeze 
a  tablecloth.  This  provoked  them,  for  it  was  not  ac- 
cording to  orders,  and  they  halted  to  inquire  the 
meaning.  Xot  l)eing  satisheti  with  explanations,  they 
seized  Uncle  Miller  and  took  him  along  with  them, 
threatening  to  imprison  him.  His  plea  was  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  mailer,  and  said  it  was  the 
women  who  put  out  the  tal»Iecloth.  So  they  let  him 
go.  Of  course,  the.  women  were  innocent  in  their 
intentions.  Perhaps  they  thought  the  larger  the  flag 
the  better.

Our  grandmother  was  an  economical,  industrious, 
little  woman  and  a  scrupulously  neat  hcnisekeeper.  Xo 
pantry-shelves  were  ever  whiter  than  hers ;  no  bread 
and  honey  ever  tasted  as  pood  as  h.ers,  and  how  well 
do  we  remember  the  little  harvest  pears  that  she  al- 
ways kept  in  a  basket  behind  the  pantry  door  in  their 
season.     How  nice  and  yellow  and  sweet  they  were. 

How  we  loved  to  visit  our  dear  g^randmother  in  her 
neat,  white  cap  and  "kerchief;  and  old  preat  Aunt 
Mollie,  too.  How  we  loved  to  sit  on  the  big,  red 
chest  in  the  corner  of  her  room,  back  of  the  door,  and 
listen  with  childish  enjoyment  to  the  conversation  of 
herself  and  our  parents.  Rut  they  are  gone,  and 
rtearly  all  of  their  children,  and  soon  we  too  shall 
follow.  Let  us  emulate  their  example  of  honestv.  in- 
dustry and  perseverance  and  in  uprightness  of  heart, 
strive  to  walk  in  wisdom's  ways,  for  they  arc  paths  of 
peace.

She,  in 
company  with  eight  other  young  ladies  and  one  lit- 
tle boy,  were  driving  down  the  long  hill  nearest  the 
river  in  Lewiston,  X.  Y.,  when  the  horses  became 
unmanageable  and  ran  down  the  hill,  making  a  short 
turn  at  the  foot,  overturning  the  vehicle  and  precipi- 
tating the  occupants  to  the  ground.  All  were  more 
or  less  injured,  but  none  fatally,  except  Elnia,  who 
held  the  reins,  and  in  consequence  was  thrown  with 
greater  violence,  striking  on  her  head,  fracturing  the 
skull  and  causing  concussion  of  the  brain,  from  which 
death  ensued  in  thirty-six  hours,  after  having  laid  in 
an  unconscious  state  about  thirty  hours.
